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EDITORIAL 


By the vote of the Board of Di- 
rectors and through the generosity of 
an organization interested in the N.O. 
P.H.N., the May number of the maga- 
zine is devoted to the publication of the 
long awaited Census of Public Health 
Nursing, begun in March, 1924, and 
just completed, and which we are sure 
will be eagerly welcomed by our mem- 
bers and all others interested in public 
health. 

It was decided by the Board that this 
report—which embodies an amount of 
research and detail work which the 
compass of 69 pages into which it has 
been compressed can not convey 
should appear in THE Pusric HEALTH 
Nurse as affording a medium for dis- 
tribution which seemed impossible in 
any other form of publication. In this 
way it will become a part of the per- 
manent files of public health nursing 
services, of local and state departments 
of health, and also of university and 
other libraries collecting public health 
literature. 


The process of collecting and com- 
piling this mass of material has been 


slow, but we believe the results will 
justify the time and effort spent. We 
have already had from competent 
authorities more than favorable com- 
ment on the extraordinary value of this 
Census—bringing out as it does a re- 
markable variety of accurate informa- 
tion, until now unobtainable. More- 
over, it presents some very dramatic 
and hitherto unsuspected facts of 
national importance. 

This report represents much more 
than merely the work of the statis- 
ticians and other members of the staff 
of the National Organization for Pub- 
lic Health Nursing. Without the gen- 
erous and whole-hearted help of our 
Census Representatives and of each 
member who filled out the question- 
naire, this study and its results would 
have been impossible. The members 
of the Board and of the Executive 
Committee of the National Organiza- 
tion for Public Health Nursing wish 
to take this opportunity to express 
their gratitude to all who have had a 
share in the compilation of this report.

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CENSUS OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING IN THE UNITED 
STATES, JANUARY 1, 1924 


INTRODUCTION 


In 1912, when the National Organ- 
ization for Public Health Nursing was 
organized, information was already 
available as to the number of agencies 
in the United States employing public 
health nurses and the number of public 
health nurses employed. From 1912 to 
1922 Miss Ysabella G. Waters acted as 
voluntary director of the N.O.P.H.N 
Statistical Service, making available to 
the organization during that time all 
her records of agencies employing pub- 
lic health nurses. This information 
was kept up to date by sending out 
every year a letter with a simple ques- 
tionnaire to each agency. In 1922 Miss 
Waters gave up her work, turning 
over to the N.O.P.H.N. the great 
amount of material she had gathered. 
Miss Mary Augusta Clark, at that 
time Statistician of the Common 
Service Committee of the National 
Health Council, was asked to study the 
Statistical Service and make recom- 
mendations for future work. 

Because of the very large number of 
agencies now employing public health 
nurses, Miss Clark made the rcecom- 
mendation that a census as of a definite 
date be made and the practice of send- 
ing out questionnaires each year be dis- 
continued. This plan was adopted. 

It was out of the question to use the 
enumeration method of the United 
States census and to send out trained 
agents to gather the information. A 
method similar to that used by the 
Federal and State Governments in 
gathering information about incomes 
was therefore devised. The plan 
adopted was that of sending a question- 
naire to all agencies employing public 
health nurses with a request for the in- 
formation desired. As in the case of 
the Income Tax a set of written in- 
structions regarding the answering of 
each question was sent with each blank. 


To facilitate the gathering of the in 
formation and to make sure that it 
should be complete and accurate, a 
Census Representative for each state 
and each city of 200,000 or more 
population was appointed. 

The first step taken by each Census 
Representative was to compile a list 
of all agencies conducting public 
health nursing in her territory on the 
date decided for the census. The sec- 
ond step was the sending of a census 
blank and instructions to each agency 
on her list. The Census Representa- 
tive was also responsible for seeing 
that filled-in blanks were returned by 
all the agencies. The filled-in blanks 
were to be forwarded to the Statistical 
Service of the N.O.P.H.N. for tabula- 
tion and making of the report. All 
necessary materials for the work were 
to be furnished to the Census Repre- 
sentative by the N.O.P.H.N. The date 
of the census was decided to be as of 
January 1, 1924. 

The plan as outlined was followed 
except in a few minor details. In New 
York and Massachusetts the district 
state advisory nurses acted as Census 
Representatives and personally gath- 
ered the information about all the 
agencies in their districts. In all other 
states, census blanks were sent by the 
Census Representatives to the agency 
and the agency itself gave the informa- 
tion. As the work of the Census Rep- 
resentative was entirely voluntary, the 
final follow-up of agencies not making 
returns was taken over by the Statisti- 
cal Service of the N.O.P.H.N. 

The first census forms were sent out 
in March, 1924, to Connecticut, Indiana 
and Michigan. 

Information has been received from 
all agencies as listed by the Census 
Representatives except in New Jersey.* 
This does not mean that every agency 


* No information was received from six agencies in New Jersey and they are not 


included in the report. 
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returned a census blank, for many did 
not. However, information about the 
agencies which did not make returns 
was secured through other channels.

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INVESTIGATION 


This first census of public health 
nursing included all agencies employ- 
ing public health nurses, except social 
service departments of hospitals, dis- 
pensaries and industries. The reason 
for excluding these certain agencies 
was that the schedule used was not 
adapted to these particular agencies. 
It is the desire of the N.O.P.H.N. to 
take a census of these agencies at a 
future time. 

Here it should be said that public 
health nursing was not necessarily the 
main activity of the agencies included 
in the census. 

The schedules asked for information 
regarding : 

The number of nurses employed 

The nature of the nurse’s service 

The salaries of staff nurses 

The nursing program of the agency 
The number of patients cared for 

The territory served 

The receipts for the last fiscal year 
The date of employing the first nurse 

All the information except that re- 
garding salaries and the number of 
patients cared for has been tabulated 
and forms the basis for this report. 

As the N.O.P.H.N. had recently 
made a detailed study of the salaries 
of public health nurses, published in 
THe Pusrtic HeALttH Nursg, Febru- 
ary and May, 1925, information on 
this subject was not used. 

There was no uniformity among 
the various agencies in keeping records 
about the number of patients cared for, 
and it was therefore impossible to use 
the data received concerning records. 

The agencies have been classified by 


administration as shown by the names 
given on the census forms, in answer 
to the question Legal Name of Or- 
ganization. The name given was 
taken as that of the agency responsible 
for conducting the nursing service, 
irrespective of the source oi support. 

There are three main classes of ad- 
ministration, national, state, and local. 
Under these three headings the agen- 
cies are again classified as official, 
non-official, and joint official and non- 
official administration. 

Under official administration are 
boards of health, boards of education, 
other official boards, and joint admin- 
istration of two or more official boards. 
Non-official agencies are classified as 
public health nursing associations or 
similar agencies, American Red Cross 
chapters and branches, tuberculosis 
associations, public health associations, 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 
services, and all others. 


The available information has been 
arranged in summary tables for the 
United States and for the individual 
states, grouped by geographical divi- 
sions. Tables have also been drawn up 
for each state, showing the type voi 
agency employing public health nurses 
and the number of public health nurses 
employed for cities of 10,000 or more 
population, and the rest of the state, 
which includes all cities of less than 
10,000 population and rural areas. 
Another table gives the number of 
negro public health nurses, where and 
by what agency they were employed. 

A brief discussion of this informa- 
tion follows. 


ADMINISTRATION 


United States—On January 1, 1924, 
there were 3,269 agencies employing 
public health nurses and 11,171 full- 
time public health nurses employed. 
Chart I shows the distribution of agen- 
cies and public health nurses through- 
out the United States.

State and Local—Under state and 
local administration there were 3,262 
agencies and 10,686 nurses. 

Charts II and III show the distribu- 
tion of agencies and nurses under offi- 
cial and non-official administration. 
Agencies and nurses under joint off- 
cial and non-official administration are 
included in official administrations. 
The states are listed according to the 
per cent under official administration. 
The rank of states in both charts is 
much the same. 

Where a large difference exists be- 
tween the percentage of agencies under 
official administration and the percen- 
tage of nurses under the same admin- 
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due to the 
more agen- 


istration, the difference is 
fact that there were one or 


cies employing a large number of 
nurses in either the official or non- 
official group. Taking Pennsylvania, 


we find that while only 29 per cent of 
the agencies were under official admin- 
istration, these agencies employed 49 
per cent of the nurses in the state. The 
large number of nurses under the State 
Department of Health accounts for 
this. 

In only one geographical group, the 
New England States, does non-official 
administration of public health nursing 
predominate over official administra- 
tion. Indiana and FPerrsylvania also 
fall in this group. The very large per- 
centage of agencies and nurses under 
official administration in Wisconsin is 
probably due to the law passed in 1919!

Atlantic and East North Central 
States, with the exception of Rhode 
[sland and Ohio, the number of boards 
of education doing public health nurs- 
ing predominated over the number of

But in these same states, with 
the exception of Vermont, more public 
health nurses were employed by boards 
of health than by boards of education. 
In these states there are large cities 
which have a large staff of nurses 
under the city boards of health.

Central and West South Central States, 
with the exception of West Virginia 
and Oklahoma, the boards of health 
employing public health nurses pre- 
dominated and employed the most 
nurses. In these states and also in 
Ohio, where boards of health em- 
ployed the most nurses, we find the 
full-time county health units developed. 

In the Pacific Division, Oregon and 
California, there were more boards of 
education than boards of health which 
employed nurses, but in California 
boards of health employed the greater 
number of nurses. In Washington the

practically the same, with more nurses 
employed by boards of education. 

In a few states—New York, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Mississippi, Washington 
and California—a comparatively large 
number of agencies and number of 
nurses were under the administration 
of other official boards. In these states, 
county boards, other than boards of 
health or education, employed nurses 
for public health nursing. 

Non-O fficial—Since the agencies that 
make up the two groups, “ public health 
nursing associations or similar agen- 
cies ” and “ all others,” were primarily 
engaged in public health nursing, these 
two may be taken together as one 








group. 
We therefore find that in the New 
England States (with the excep- 


tion of Maine), the Middle Atlantic, 
and the East North Central States, both 
the number of agencies under this 
group and the number of nurses em- 
ployed by them predominated over all 
the other groups under non-official ad- 
ministration. 

In the Mountain and the West 
South Central States, agencies of this 
tvpe were noticeably absent. 

In the remaining geographical divi- 
sions states which have large cities 
also have one or more of these agen- 
cies (“public health nursing associa- 
tions or similar agencies” and “all 
others’) employing the greatest num-

fornia, the West North Central States, 
the West South Central States, and the 
Mountain States which had American 
Red Cross nursing services—the num- 
ber of these agencies and the number 
of nurses employed by them make 
up a large part of the non-official 
agencies. 

As both the tuberculosis associations

Maryland, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky, 
Oklahoma, and Oregon, these two 
agencies formed a considerable part 
of the group of agencies under non- 
official administration. 

The 181 services maintained by the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 
represent the independent nursing 
services maintained by this company. 
Nursing service was also bought by the 
company from a number of other non- 
official agencies throughout the country. 
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SIZE OF STAFF 


Taking the United States as a whole, 
71 per cent of all the agencies em- 
ployed but one nurse and 95 per cent 
of all the agencies employed less than 
ten nurses, leaving 5 per cent of the 
number of agencies employing ten or 
more nurses. This 5 per cent of the 
agencies employed 56 per cent of all 
the nurses, with 44 per cent of the 
nurses in agencies with a staff of two 
to nine nurses or staffs of one nurse. 

Table 1 shows the percentage dis- 
tribution of agencies and their nursing 
staffs by agencies with one nurse, by 
agencies with two to nine nurses, and 
by agencies with ten or more nurses in 
the individual states. 

In all but six states, 50 per cent or 


more of the agencies employed but one 
nurse, while in 30 states agencies with 
less than ten nurses made up 95 per 
cent or more of all the agencies. These 
agencies employed from 34 to 88 per 
cent of the nurses in the individual 
states. 

In 19 states, 5 per cent of the agen- 
cies employed ten or more nurses. 
In 14 of these 19 states and in two 
other states, 50 per cent or more of the 
nurses were on staffs of ten or more 
nurses. The larger cities of the coun- 
try are located in these 16 states. 

Twelve states had no agencies with 
a staff of ten or more nurses, and in 
these states there was no city of 100,000 
or more population. 


NURSES 


AActivity—It was not possible to de- 
termine the number of nurses giving 
full time to educative supervision as 
distinct from superintendents or execu- 
tives who gave full time to administra- 
tive duties. It was possible, however, 
to separate the number of supervisors, 
superintendents or executives from the 
number of nurses who gave full time 
to actual care of the patient. These 
supervisors, superintendents or execu- 
tives, and nurses giving full time to 
advisory service to nurses of another 
agency, are classified under the heading 
of “Nurses giving indirect care to 
patients.” 

All nurses who gave full time to ac- 
tual care of the sick are classified under 
the heading “‘ Nurses giving direct 
care. 


Table 2 shows how many nurses in 
each state were engaged in each one oi 
these capacities and the ratio between 
the two. 


Color—Table 3 replies to the ques- 
tions as to the number of negro public 
health nurses and where they are work- 
ing. By referring also to table 28 
on pages 311-313 it will be seen that 
the large number of negro nurses in 
the Middle Atlantic States was em- 
ployed mostly in New York City. In 
the South and Southwest with their 
large negro population, many different 
agencies employed negro nurses. 

Three Indian nurses were also em 
ployed for public health nursing, two 
in Minnesota and one in Nebraska. Al! 
other nurses were white. 


RATIO OF POPULATION AND AREA 


The number of people and number 
of square miles to one public health 
nurse have been considered from two 
points : 

One based on the total population and the 
total area of the state 

The other on the population and area of 
those counties in each state which 
had local nursing services 


Nurses giving a state-wide service, 


as the nurses under the United States 
Veterans’ Bureau and the State De- 
partments of Health, are not included 
in the number of nurses giving full 
time to local nursing in these counties. 

Chart IV tells the story of the num- 
ber of people to one public health nurse 
based on the total population of the 
states. Table 4 presents the story on 
the basis of the population of those 
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counties which had local nursing serv- 
ices. The chart shows the great need 
in practically all states for many more 
public health nurses. The table shows 
that even if only those areas with 
nursing services are considered there is 
still need of more public health nurses. 
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Perhaps the most significant part of 
Table 5 is that which shows the num- 
ber of square miles to one nurse in 
counties having local nursing services. 
This gives at least some idea of the ex- 
tent of the area nurses working in 
these states are expected to cover.

COUNTY SUMMARY 


The extent to which parts of the 
United States are without public health 
nursing is brought out by the astonish- 
ing fact that 1,800 or 59 per cent of 
the total 3,045 counties in the country 
are without local nursing services. 
Chart V shows in what parts of the 


country these counties without nursing 
service are. 

Only four states in the country had 
nursing services in every county of the 
states. Only nine all told had nurs- 
ing services in three-fourths or more 
of their counties. 
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Twenty-five states had nursing serv- 
ices in less than one-half of their 
counties. Eight of these states had 
nursing services in less than one- 
fourth of their counties. 

Table 6 gives for each state the per- 
centage of the total number of the

RECEIPTS 


The part played by public funds in 
the carrying on of public health nursing 
in the United States is shown in Chart 
VI. 

Forty-seven per cent of the agencies 
which gave information as to their re- 
ceipts were supported entirely by pub- 
lic funds, and 75 per cent of the agen- 


cies received some support from publ: 
funds. 

Private funds contributed to the sup 
port of 53 per cent of the agencies, 25 
per cent being supported entirely b: 
private funds. 

It was impossible to make any state 
ment about the amount of money re 
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ceived from the various sources as 
few agencies gave any figures, merely 
indicating by what they were supported. 
However, it was possible to determine 
the various sources and the number of 
agencies receiving funds from them. 
The table on Chart VI gives this in- 
formation. 

In the country, as a whole, there were 
only 24 per cent of the agencies where 
the nursing service was not entirely 
free of charge. Column 3 of this table 
gives the number of the agencies which 
received pay for their nursing services. 
This includes all agencies receiving

fees from patients themselves, from the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
other insurance companies and from 
industries for the care of their policy 
holders or employees. 

Forty-three per cent of the agencies 
received contributions and subscrip- 
tions. The last three columns of this 
same table gives the agencies receiv- 
ing funds from the American Red 
Cross, Christmas Seal Sale, and other 
sources—which included Community 
Chest, endowment funds and miscel- 
laneous contributions. 


YEAR OF EMPLOYING FIRST GRADUATE NURSE 


The year in which the agencies in 
existence on January 1, 1924, employed 
their first graduate nurse and the part 
of the country where nurses were first 
employed for public health nursing is 
so graphically brought out in the dia- 
gram and the table on Chart VII that 
comment seems unnecessary. 


The nursing service of a few of 
these agencies was the outgrowth of 
that of another agency, which em- 
ployed a nurse for public health nurs- 
ing at an earlier date. This earlier 
date is not given and the number of 
nursing services which grew out of an 
earlier one is very small. 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING IN CITIES OF 10,000 OR MORE 
POPULATION 


The population of cities of 10,000 
or more which had agencies employ- 
ing public health nurses was approxi- 
mately 40 per cent of the total 
population of the United States. But 
in these cities 74 per cent of all the 


public health nurses in the United 
States worked. 
In table 9 we see that all cities

10 that there was any large number of 
agencies with more than five nurses. 
In the other cities there were few agen- 
cies with more than five nurses and a 
very great number with but one nurse. 
So in a large proportion of the cities 
of 10,000 to 50,000 population which 
had but one agency, this agency em-

1. Nurse 
the second paragraph of the amendment should read as follows: 


“ 


. Training shall include practical experience in caring for men, women and 
children, together with the theoretical and practical instruction in medical, surgical, 
obstetrical and pediatric nursing. 


The word obstetrical was omitted.

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JOINT SESSIONS 


The joint sessions to be held by organizations taking part in the American 
Health Congress will give nurses attending the convention an opportunity to 
consider public health work in the large, as well as from their own particular 
angle. The joint sessions are direct evidence of the cooperation which has pre- 
vailed between the organizations belonging to the National Health Council. 

City Health Organization will be considered by four organizations in joint 
session—the American Public Health Association, the American Child Health 
Association, the Conference of State and Provincial Health Authorities of 
North America, and the N.O.P.H.N. Plans for the health administration of 
cities of 100,000, of cities of 50,000, of cities of 20,000, and a plan for county 
health units will be read, compared, criticized and discussed. Among the 
speakers at this session will be: C.-E. A. Winslow, D.P.H., Henry Vaughan, 
M.D., Harriet Leck and Sophie C. Nelson. 


Light and Health will be considered from the viewpoint of the physician, the 
surgeon, the nurse, and those conducting various kinds of laboratory research, 
by the American Public Health Association, the American Child Health Asso- 
ciation, and the N.O.P.H.N. 


Men who have distinguished themselves in the fight against communicable 
diseases will address the American Child Health Association and the Child 
Hygiene Section of the American Public Health Association. They include: 
William H. Park, M.D., Matthias Nicoll, M.D., and others. 


The joint session of the American Social Hygiene Association and the Public 
Health Administration Section of the American Public Health Association will 
bring out the various phases of the problem of Venereal Disease, when the view- 
point of a state health department and of the municipal health organizations of 
two representative cities are heard. 

Sixteen round table discussions have been prepared by the National Com- 
mittee for Mental Hygiene, under the chairmanship of George K. Pratt, M.D. 
The Backward Child, The Problem Child, Problems of Adolescence, and Com- 
mittee and Organization Problems will be discussed, each subject at four of the 
sixteen meetings, to give members of other organizations a chance to drop in and 
take part in the informa! discussion of the round table. 

Speakers from all branches of public health work will address the session 
arranged by the Women’s Foundation for Health.

PIONEERS IN SURGERY AND INDUSTRIAL MEDICINE— 
ALICE HAMILTON, M.D., AND WILLIAM S. HALSTED, M.D. 

Articles on the lives of two members of the medical profession, each eminent 
in his (and her) own field, have recently appeared. The American Mercury 
for April has an article by Fielding H. Garrison on William S. Halsted, that 
great surgeon under whose courteous guidance many nurses have had the good 
fortune to work. As the author remarks, “ his pupils got their innings by contact 
with him.” His tendency with his pupils was “to test their swimming capacity 
by throwing them into the water.” We quote a sentence from this article of 
interest to our own group: 


It is none the less true, as Osler surmised, that the need of the hour is for more 
medical graduates trained (by rote if necessary) to do the simpler surgical operations 
and to treat the sick at the bedside efficiently—in brief, for the family doctor. There 


are whole American cities today without any physicians whatever. In a country of

such vast extent as ours, the public health nurse has come to play the part of the 

Feldsher in pre-war Russia. 
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Harpers Magazine for May contains an article on Alice Hamilton, M.D., 
Crusader for Health in Industry, by Elizabeth Shepley Sergeant, which rings 
like a trumpet call to all who, however humbly, have followed the call of service 
to “the brief and tender lives of men.” 

We are to have the privilege of hearing Dr. Hamilton speak on May 27th in 
Atlantic City on the work of the Health Committee of the League of Nations, 
of which committee she is the only woman member. It would add to our under- 
standing of the many sidedness of Dr. Hamilton’s achievements and personality 
if we could read this fine analysis and appreciation of a truly remarkable career. 

Miss Sergeant quotes from H. G. Wells’ Christina Alberta’s Father, as terms 
that Dr. Hamilton could well subscribe to: 

I do not want to be a brilliant person, I want to be a vital part—yYou'll never 
run parallel with men, you free women—you'’ve got to work out a way that is different. 
Different down to the roots. 

Perhaps this expresses so far as a sentence or two could Alice Hamilton’s 
attitude toward the full life which is opening before “the young woman of the 
hour,” and in which she has played the part of a pioneer. 

“Laboratories, settlements, mine corridors, factories, international con- 
gresses, medical schools, lecture platforms—in such tense centers of modern 
group life’’ have the best years of this remarkable woman been passed. Her 
parents did not believe in conventional schooling, and she was largely self- 
educated under the intelligent and stimulating supervision of her parents. Of 
the two professions then open to women she chose medicine rather than teaching, 
and it was during her year as an interne at the New England Hospital for 
Women that she made her first contact, through the clinic, with poor working 
people, and her decision that she did not want to practise medicine because of 
the responsibilities for human life involved. She turned to teaching medicine, 


and it was at this time that she joined the famous colony at Hull House, where 
she developed one of the first child health centers. “ Pure research” next 
attracted her, but she was coming to realize that any contribution she might make 
in this field could not compensate for the denial of human relationships it 
entailed, when “the key for which she had been half consciously waiting ”’ 


arrived in the guise of an English book, “ Dangerous Trades.” 
Here was her specific pioneer opportunity, here was her inevitable professional 
choice: to bring pathological science into direct touch with working men and women. 
First as a special investigator for a commission to study industrial diseases 
in Illinois, then for eleven years an investigator of poisonous trades for the 
United States Department of Labor, Dr. Hamilton studied her subject in prac- 
tically every state of the Union and in every industrial center. Her significant 
book Industrial Poisons, published in 1925, “ conjures up a vision of the abyss 
of insecurity on which our pleasant and comfortable material civilization rests.”’ 

By means of what Miss Sergeant calls her rare combination of human gifts 
through which she has been able to mitigate the dangers of the lives on which 
American industry rests, by her application of scientific methods to dark places, 
Dr. Hamilton has indeed made herself a “ vital part.’’
